In his “naval career,’

signed himself to the New York 
Naval Shipyard, Brooklyn, to be 
near his girl friend. 

According to the Coast Guard, 
Hudson began his double mili- 
tary life Sept. 25, when he ap- 
peared at the Navy Yard with 
a set of altered papers identify- 
ing him as a Navy boatswain’s 
mate. No one questioned the 
papers. Navy superiors thought 
so much of Hudson they as- 
signed him to escort prisoners 
to the Navy Yard from upstate 
New York cities, unaware he 
had been listed as a Coast. 
Guard deserter.

The United States believes 
the Mideast peoples should rea- 
lize the natural existing -eco- 
nomic relations between the 
Mideast and western Europe 
which link the destinies of both 
areas 

Western Europe is the sole 
practical market for Mideast 
oil, and if western Europe could 
not rest assured in relying on 
Mideast oil and securing means 
of transportation, it would seek 
other sources for its supply. 
This leads the United States 
Government to the belief that 
exploration of a fair and guar- 
anteed solution of the Suez 
Canal dispute is necessitated 
by the interests of the parties 
concerned 
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They said the main points «. 
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The United States believes a 
settlement of the Arab-Israe) 
cispute is one of the conditions 
of political stability in the Mid- 
east, plus a condition of social 
and economic progress. 

Various political talents and 
economic resources which 
should have been devoted to 
promoting stability and prog- 
ress in the Mideast were used 
4n increasing tensions and | 
worsening the problem. This 
led to an arms race and border | 
conflicts, the responsibility of | 
which ig shared by the Arabs | 
and Israelis and which resulted | 
in the recent Israeli attack on 
Egypt. It is self-evident the 
interests and objectives of the 
Soviet Union lay in exploitation 
of this problem. This exploi- 
tation constitutes the greatest 
threat to the independence of 
the Mideast states. 

The United States regards 
the establishment of tight rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union 
and any of the Mideast coun- 
tries as a threat to the safety 
of that country. Recent events 
in Hungary produce an exam- 
ple of the threat which hangs 
over small nations linked with 
the Soviet Union. 

View of Soviet Tactics. 

The Soviet Union is trying 
now to bring some of the Mid- 
east countries under its sphere 
of influence through concluding 
huge arms deals or by confin- | 
ing these countries’ commercial 
transactions with the Commu- 
nist bloc, then sending Com- 
munist experts and advisors. 
The Soviet Union would inter- | 
vene by volunteers or ‘any other 
way to light a Mideast war, ir- 
respective of the reasons. 

The United States believes 
there will be an imminent 
threat of war among the big 
powers if such developments 
take place. The United States 
is determined not to accept the 
rise of a Soviet military force 
in the Mideast.

The assertion that “nobody reads 
Field’s adult verse today” is amaz- 
ing. The Scribner's publishing house 
perennially lists “The Poems of Eu- 
gene Field” in their catalogues along 
with his “Poems of Childhood,” both 
reprinted and reprinted. 

Field's “Poems of Childhood” and 
Stevenson’s “A Child’s Garden of 
Verses” are the only volumes of 
children’s poems in the famous 
Scribner series of juvenile classics 
selected from all the world’s liter- 
ature. \

There are current reprints of 
Field’s “Christmas Tales and Christ- 
mas Verse” and “Favorite Poems” 
by other well-known publishers. The 
latest edition of “Bartlett's Familiar 
Quotations” has extracts from some 
50 different Eugene Field poems— 
selections which “users of the Eng- 
lish tongue have shown evidence they 
are not willingly to let die.” 

I think Field’s literary reputation 
{is safe after reading some of the 
verses by student poetasters on the 
editorial page of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch (particularly in the issue of 
Dec. 2). I'll take Eugene Field any 
day, especially his ‘“Biblieomaniac’s 
Prayer,” “Boccaccio,” “Over the 
Hills and Far Away,” “A Valentine 
to My Wife,” “The Dream Ship,” 
“Be My Sweetheart,” “When I Was 
a Boy,” and all of his beautiful lul- 
labies. True poets are close to the 
eternal verities.

Missouri Cheats Itself 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent news item intimates that 
Missouri’s idle funds will be hence- 
forth carried on time deposits in 
273 Missouri banks where they will 
yield 1 per cent per annum com- 
pounded quarterly. 

The passage of the amendment to 
the State Constitution on Nov. 6 
does not confine the investment of 
these funds to time deposits. Express 
provision is made for their invest- 
ment in Treasury bills. Moreover, 
the language of the amendment does 
not prescribe a maximum rate of 
interest payable on time deposits. 

Even if it is granted that the 
amendment does not go as far as it 
should it is difficult to see why the 
banks should not pay substantially 
more than the 1 per cent specified 
by the State Treasurer. 

Only a few days ago the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System authorized commercial 
banks to pay a maximum of 3 per 
cent on time deposits. Moreover, 
several of the recent issues of 
Treasury bills carry with them a 
yield to maturity in excess of 3 
per cent per annum. 

If the average idle balances 
amount to some $60,000,000 on an 
annual basis, the decision to collect 
from the banks no more than 1 per 
cent represents a loss to the state of 
more than a million dollars every 
year. 

This is revenue that could be col- 
', Jected without any increase in taxes. 
. Jt appears doubtful that every one 
~ of the 273 banks that act as depos- 
*. {tories of state idle funds is in need 
"of a subsidy. If such a subsidy is

We Can, But Should We? 


Secretary Dulles was stating the obvious when 
he told the NATO Council that the United States 
reserves the right to take national action in some 
parts of the world without first consulting its 
NATO partners. 

Every Alliance of sovereign nations is an alli- 
ance for certain specific and limited purposes. 
NATO is for the particular purpose of deterring 
an attack on, and if need be actually defending, 
Western Europe. 

So long as NATO remains such an alliance, 
this country could not be expected to consult 
its members on every point of foreign policy. If 
we had a decision to make regarding the Pacific, 
where we regard our national interests as vital, 
we would probably make it whether or not 
Britain, France and other NATO members 
approved. 

In saying all this at the Paris meeting, how- 
ever, Mr. Dulles did two things. First, he cut 
the ground under the American Government's 
own bitter protests against not being consulted 
in the British-French attack on Egypt. To Britain 
and France, the Middle East is much the same 
kind of area of vital interest as the Pacific is to 
us. Whether they were right or wrong in attack- 
ing Egypt, they were following the principle of 
unlimited national sovereignty which Mr. Dulles 
is now propounding on behalf of the United 
States. 

In the second place, the, Secretary of State 
by his declaration, threw cold water on the 
project for making NATO something more than 
just a military alliance of sovereign equals for 
limited defense purposes. The whole idea behind 
the study by the “three wise men,” which recom- 
mended closer consultation on all matters, was 
that military interests alone’ were not enough 
to bind the Atlantic community together. Secre- 
tary Dulles is saying in effect that although our 
Government talks vaguely about broadening 
NATO we still regard it in fact as a limited 
military association. 

Every nation has the “right” to act alone with- 
out consulting anybody on anything. But the 
question is whether, in today’s world, it is wise 
to exercise the right. A government which has 

talked so much abeut working throug® the 
United Nations, and has expected to be consulted 
by its allies on everything, is in a poor position 
to dwell too insistently on its own freedom to 
act unilaterally. 
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As Big as Drouth Itself 


Awaiting President Eisenhower and the Mis- 
souri Legislature in January is the question of 
long-range solutions for a region in the grip of 
what the readers of tree-rings call the worst 
drouth in seven centuries. 

Missouri is one of the eight states worst hit, 
according to a New York Times survey. While 
the situation is spotty in this state—wheat, corn, 
cotton and soybean crops were even better than 
usual this year—aridity still persists. In the 
last four years moisture has been 36 inches be- 
low normal in Missouri—in some parts of the 
State 60 inches. 

This state has not been able to satisfy the 
Federal Government statistically that it is a 
disaster area, but drouth is still building up 
into serious trouble here—unless action is taken. 

Emergency relief, though necessary, is no 
longer good enough for a region some parts of 
which as in Oklahoma, are suffering their tenth 
year of dry calamity. 

Provident steps must be taken looking to the 
long future. They must be taken by the federal 
and state governments in unison. No less broad- 
scale or far-reaching program will match the 
dimensions of the trouble.

That iron bars do not a prison make is so well 
known that Lawrence Callanan, erstwhile elder 
statesman of the St. Louis pipefitting profession 
and a man ever eager to help the ecommunity’s 
public officials, must have been aware of it for 
a long time. In fact, this might be considered 
professional knowledge in a man whose chief 
tool is the wrench, an instrument as handy 
dealing with bars as with pipes. 

So it is not too surprising that the Senate’s 
Government Operations Committee should run 
on to indications that Mr. Callanan believes that 
a Leavenworth cell may be used as an office 
in the business of keeping a wrench-tight grip 
on a big California union that is afflicted with 
a lot of reformers. Of course, the building rules 
at Leavenworth make it difficult for Mr. Cal- 
lanan to give the matter his direct personal 
attention. But all big executives are well versed 
in the delegation of authority—in Mr. Calla- 
nan’s case, by mail. 

We are all for the reformers but they must 
recognize that the AFL-CIO Ethical Practices 
Committee is hobbled just like the U.N. by 
sovereignty, which in trade union circles is 
less pretentiously called autonomy. But if it is 
true that iron bars do not a prison make, it is 
also true that right makes might. We hope the 
reformers keep on resisting Mr. Callanan’s dep- 
uties and that they get a little help. The re- 
form element is already aware that not all the 
mail from Leavenworth consists of Christmas 
cards. 
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A Record Missouri Does Not Want 

It appears probable that Missouri will estab- 
lish a record this year for traffic slaughter. Last 
year the total was 1071 killed. This was just 
three less than the record of 1074 that was set 
in 1941. Up to last Monday there had been 
1030 deaths this year as compared to 983 for 
the same period in 1955. Such statistics are 
gloomy reading. They contain a vast amount of 
suffering, of tragedy for families, of economic 
waste totaling in the millions of dollars. Unless 
Missouri motorists pay more heed to the sig- 
nificance of these cold statistics, and govern 
their driving accordingly, the state is going to 
have another record—and a shameful one— 
when 1956 ends. 
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Adm. Strauss’s “‘Reasonable” Wait 

The new pronouncement of Adm. Strauss on 
atomic electric power is calculated to produce an 
appearance of much activity where little activity 
exists. Stripped of verbiage and atomic gobble- 
degook, it says that the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission is going to make still another effort to 
get atomic power going by private enterprise 
alone. The AEC chairman further says that if 
this fails to produce acceptable results within a 
reasonable time, he will favor the commission's 
doing something itself. 

There is nothing new about any of this. It is 
simply a repetition of what Mr. Strauss said 
when he was lobbying against the Gore-Holifield 
bills for public atomic plants in the last session 
of the Eighty-fourth Congress earlier this year. 
The pertinent question is what Adm. Strauss 
considers a reasonable period during which to 
continue marking time on this pressing and vital 
matter, and that question remains unanswered. 

Is it reasonable to wait six months longer? A 
year? Two years? Five years? We submit that it 
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has not been reasonable to walt ag long as the 
country has waited already. But if Chairman 
Strauss thinks otherwise, as he evidently does, 
the frank and fair course would be for him to 
say specifically how much more time-he thinks 
there is to waste, instead of continuing to pro- 
pose continued procrastination of vague and un- 
specified length. 
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The Club Defends Itself 


The congressional panjandrums of the Demo- 
cratic party were touched on a sensitive nerve 
by Democratic Chairman Paul Butler’s plan for a 
national advisory committee to formulate party 
policy. The senior congressional leaders, most 
of whom are Southerners, sensed at once that 
here was a dangerous challenge to “the club.” 
To work with anybody outside their own cozy 
little circle on a legislative program would be 
to dilute their personal power:- If anybody is 
going to fix party policy, they want to do it. 

So it is not surprising that most of the con- 
gressional leaders have now refused to serve on 
the advisory committee, and are doing their 
best to kill it off before it ever gets started. This 
is regrettable for several reasons. We hope that 
Chairman Butler and others friendly to his pro- 
posal will persevere in their effort to carry it 
out, or to set up some other form of national 
policy body that will be more broadly representa- 
tive than the predominantly Southern leadership 
in Congress. 

Who, after all, speaks for the Democratic 
party as a national political force? The Republi- 
can party, being in power, has no problem; its 
unifying and responsible national leadership is 
the Eisenhower Administration. But Senator 
Lyndon Johnson does not speak for the Demo- 
crats of North and East and West. Speaker Sam 
Rayburn does not. Senator Byrd of Virginia 
does not. “Nor do any other congressional lead- 
ers, who are responsible only to their own local 
constituencies, interested mainly in the perpetu- 
ation of their own positions of influence in Con- 
gress, and hostile to any dynamic program which 
might make trouble for them at home.or in 
Washington. 

The congressional leaders say they do not 
want an “outside” body telling them what legis- 
lation to pass. That is not the real trouble. In 
fact nobody would have that power; every mem- 
ber of Congress is responsible only to his con- 
stituents, and need not accept advice from any- 
body. What the panjandrums do not want is 
anybody but themselves speaking for the Demo- 
cratic party. And yet when they undertake to do 
so, they are usurpers. They are local spokesmen, 
state spokesmen, in some cases sectional spokes- 
men, but not national spokesmen. 
~As a national organization, however, the party 
ought to have a way of speaking out on policy 
from a national point of view, just as it does 
once every four years in convention. Perhaps 
both our parties ought to think about holding an 
annual conference, as the British parties do, at 
which delegates fresh from the people can make 
themselves heard. Party members in Congress 
could pay heed to these expressions or not, as 
they liked. But at least somebody would be 
speaking for the party nationally’who had some 
right to do so. 
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Innings for the Moral Side 

Senator Symington has performed a service 
in conducting the hearings at St. Louis Uni- 
versity-on the proposal for the United States 
to halt the hydrogen bomb tests. The question 
obviously has its moral aspe¢ts as well as its 
military side and it is a sound procedure for 
professors of philosoph¥, selected by the Mis- 
souri Philosophical Association, to express their 
opinions for the information of the public as 
well as Congress. The hearing in St. Louis, 
which follows hearings in Cambridge, Mass., and 
Minneapolis, has the merit of taking a sena- 
torial inquiry to the people in frank and open 
solicitation of opinion. This is a happy contrast 
to the attitude only too recently expressed in 
the Executive Branch that any consideration of 
halting H-bomb tests under present conditions 
was dangerous nonsense. We can be grateful 
for the Senate’s interest in ethical values. 
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Haiti’s Substitute for Revolt 

For a century and a half Haitian -Presidents 
have often left office under military pressure, 
being denounced as oppressors. But there is 
something new and hopeful in the methods uséd 
to bring about the resignation of former Presi- 
dent Paul E. Magloire. 2 

President Magloire himself once represented 
the new and the hopeful. He was elected by 
popular vote in 1950, after his predecessor—and 
eighteen previous Presidents—had been deposed 
by revolutions. But the six-year term of Magloire 
ended Dec. 6, at which time the President 
stepped down, then promptly regained power as 
chief of state and military commander. He also 
suspended the constitution and arrested critics. 

At that point many of the people of the New 
World’s only French-speaking republic rebelled, 
but not by arms. They simply went on strike. 
Port-au-Prince was paralyzed first and the strike 
spread, By these unprecedented means Magloire 
was forced to quit office, and the government 
was turned over to Chief Justice Joseph Pierre 
Louis, with army support. The Justice promises 
free elections in April. 

As the Hungarians have proved, the general 
strike can be a potent substitute for armed re- 
volt. Now the people of Haiti have successfully 
substituted passive resistance for bloodshed in 
defense of their rights. 
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Vending Here and There 


In the interest of following up on automation, 
we have discovered that there is a vending ma- 
chine for anything, almost. ‘“We’re vending 
everything from soup to nuts,” says William S. 
Fishman of Chicago, vice president of the Na- 
tional Automatic Merchandising Association. 
Only soup to nuts does not quite cover it. 

A Paterson, N.J. supermarket has just opened 
a whole battery of vending machines. Accord- 
ing to Meat and Food Merchandising, published 
in St. Louis, a housewife can put in coins and 
receive milk, bread, cold cuts, eggs, coffee or 
almost anything else. Such machines may aid 
the small neighborhood market which stays open 
Sundays to serve immediate needs—at least, 
such markets wil] not have to stay open Sundays 
if they can pay the cost of the machines. 

Meanwhile the N.A.M.A. has held a conven- 
tion to demonstrate that “we're a part of the 
national economy.” One part of the economy is 
a mechanical valet for men, which sells pills, 
combs, handkerchiefs, razors and blades, tooth 
paste and a shoe shine; A mechanical maid for 
women serves cosmetics of various kinds. The 
valet and the maid are not refrigerated, but it 
turns out that half the machines now being 
manufactured are cooled. 

In its youthful enthusiasm, the vending ‘ma- 
chine industry predicts that cafeterias are going 
to be a thing of the past, and there is almost 
nothing that cannot be sold by vending ma- 
chines. Is that so? We await the day of the 
vending machine that sells vending machines.

Books Of, By and For the Bill of Rights 


THE LIBERTIES OF AN AMERICAN: 
THE SUPREME COURT SPEAKS, by 
Leo Pfeffer. (The Beacon Press, 309 
pgs., $5.) 


The liberties of the citizen are set 
forth in the first 10 amendments to the 
Constitution but these liberties often 
have only the meaning that the Supreme 
Court gives them at a particular time. 
Leo Pfeffer of New York, who produced 
the monumental “Church, State and 
Freedom,” tells what the Supreme Jus- 
tices have decided about liberty of be- 
lief and disbelief, speech and silence, 
petition, assembly and _ association, 
knowledge and learning, fair play and 
fair trial, voting, entry and equality. 
This is a human, vivid, reliable account 
of “what the Judges say it is.” 


INDIVIDUAL FREEDOM AND GOVERN. 
MENT RESTRAINTS, by Walter Gell- 
horn, (Louisiana State University Press, 
215 pgs., $3.75.) 


A former St. Louisan, now professor 
of law at Columbia University, gave 
the leetures in memory of Chief Justice 
White at Louisiana State University in 
1955. He dealt with such important 
subjects as the new restraints on book 
reading and the impact of ideas on 
conduct, and made the telling point 
that a greater danger “than bad reading 
is no reading at all.” He also pre- 
sented his own earnest and thoughtful 
views on the change “from public serv- 
ice to publie suspicion”.in the admin- 
istrative agencies, and on “the right to 
make a living” as a constitutional con- 
cern. Walter Gellhorn reminds us that 
liberties, “hard won in the past,” should 
not now be “softly lost” through “sloth- 
fulness, inattention or doubt.” 


FREEDOM IN CONTEMPORARY SO- 
CIETY, by Samuel Eliot Morison. 
(Little, Brown & Co., 156. pgs., $3.50.) 


Political freedom is, in the view of 
Samuel Eliot Morison, professor emer- 
itus of history at Harvard, “the most 
important and inclusive” of our free- 
doms. And so he places it first in 
his presentation of the Dunning lectures 
at Queen’s University, Kingston, On- 
tario. But “economic freedom” is also 
a practical test of freedom and so he 
finds that if it survives in substantial 
measure in the second half of the 
twentieth century ft will be owing 
largely to “our character and our wis- 
dom” as much as to “any external or 
material influence such as war, tech- 
nology and the exploitation of natural 
resources.” He also presents academic 
freedom as a new arrival in the free- 
dom ranks and as an appendix includes 
the famous Magna Carta of academic 
freedom, established by the Board of 
Regents of the University of Wis- 
consin. 


THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY, by 
Zechariah Chafee Jr. (J. B. Lippincott 
Co., 350 pgs., $5.) 


Teacher in the Harvard University 
Law School for 40 years, Zechariah 
Chafee Jr. has given our nation one 
of its solidest studies of freedom, the 
landmark “Free Speech in the United 
States.” This new book asks us frankly: 
Are we prepared to defend “the bless: 
ings of liberty?” If so we must be 
more alert than we have been since in 
his view: “Russia hangs an Iron Curtain 
along its frontiers and China a silken 
curtain,” while “the Government of the 
United States has been doing its best 
to put around our shores a curtain of 
solid ivory.” One of the rights he 
supports strongly is the right to silence, 
the right not to speak. Prof. Chafee 
literally rings the bell of freedom. 


FREEDOM IS AS FREEDOM DOES: 
CIVIL LIBERTIES TODAY, by Corliss 
Lamont, with a foreword by Bertrand 
Russell. (Horizon Press, 322 pgs., $3.95.) 


Corliss Lamont is the New York 
writer and teacher who refused to 
answer the McCarthy subcommifttee’s 
inquiry about his writings on the 
ground that what he wrote and thought 
were his business under the Bill of 
Rights and no proper subject of inquiry 
by Congress. He was cited for con- 
tempt by a 71 to 3 vote of the Senate. 
Federal Judge Weinfeld of New York 
sustained the Lamont motion that the 
subcommittee had no legal authority

THE FREEDOM READER, edited by Ed- 
win S. Newman. (Oceana Publications, 
256 pgs., $1.) 


This is a paper-backed book that no 
official need worry about corrupting 
youth. But it will cause any reader 
to do a lot of thinking for himself. 
Edwin Newman, member of the New 
York bar, has selected materials on civil 
rights and liberties, including “excerpts 
from Supreme Court decisions, commen- 
tary of eminent lawyers, government 
officials, political scientists and opinion 
moulders.” A volume in the Docket 
Series, it begins with a statement on 
the quest for freedom by the great 
Judge Learned Hand which says that 
liberty must live—if it is to live—in 
the hearts of citizens. 


THE RIGHT TO COUNSEL IN AMERI.- 
CAN COURTS, by William M. Beaney. 
(University of Michigan Press, 268 pgs., 
$4.50.) 


The right of an accused person to be 
represented by a lawyer in a criminal 
proceeding is as old as the Bill of 
Rights and yet it is not universally en- 
joyed in the United States. William 
M. Beaney of Princeton has assembed 
the facts and shows where the right is 
enforced by officials and judges and 
where it is slighted or ignored. The 
author reviews the Supreme Court's 
twistings and turnings in dealing with 
a right which he regards as “vital.” 


THE BIRTH OF THE BILL OF RIGHTS: 
1776-1791, by Robert Allen Rutland. 
(University of Nerth Carolina Press, 243 
pgs. $5.) 


It is no accident that we have our Bill 
of Rights, as Robert Allen Rutland 
makes so clear in this narrative of how 
we secured our liberties in the Consti- 
tution. It took a fight and the battle 
was won largely because James Madi- 
son was wise enough to work out the 
plan whereby the Constitution was 
adopted on the condition that the first 
10 amendments would comprise a state- 
ment of the citizen’s rights. The book, 
published for the Institute of Early 
American History at Williamsburg, also 
summarizes the vital role of the Bill of 
Rights in American history. 


FREEDOM’S FETTERS; by James Morton 
Smith. (Cornell University Press, 464 
Pgs., 


American history records more than 
one frontal attack on civil liberties and 
the first was the passage of the Alien 
and Sedition Acts in the John Adams 
Administration. James Morton Smith 
recounts that sad experience as an im- 
portant object lesson from our own past 
and anyone who reviews the -facts 
should be vigilant against its repetition. 
This is history in the late 1790s but 
history as fresh as the news from 
Hungary. Here is the first test of 
freedom of the press in the Haswell 
case, and what the author rightly de- 
scribes as “the reign of the witches” 
in the election of 1800—in which Jef- 
ferson's triumph routed the whole mis- 
guided effort of the dying Federalists 
at thought control. 


CIVIL LIBERTIES IN THE UNITED 
STATES, by Robert E. Cushman. (Cor- 
nell University Press, 248 pgs., $2.85.) 
This “guide to current problems and 

experience” in the human rights field 
in the United States was prepared by 
Cornell's distinguished professor of gov- 
ernment, Robert E. Cushman, as a 
bird’s-eye view for the Fund for the 
Republic. It indicates the status of each 
civil liberty at the close of World War 
II and recounts developments, plus what 
remains as an unsolved problem. Thus 
the work is one of immediate reference 
utility. The section on radio and tele- 
vision deals with direct censorship pres- 
sure, licensing, obscenity, “editorializ- 
ing,” political broadcasts, allocation of 
time and the problem of defamation 
over the air, 


NATIONAL SECURITY AND INDIVIDU: 
AL FREEDOM, by John Lord O'Brian. 
(Harvard University Press, 84 pgs., $2.) 


For more than 40 years John Lord 
O'Brian has been arguing cases before 
the Supreme Court, for much of the 
time as an eminent member of the 
Washington bar. What he has to say 
about the federal security program 
therefore is worth serious attention and 
in essence it is this: that there is “a 
consistent trend in governmental policy 
which is in conflict .with our tradi- 
tional standards of justice and also 
with the fundamental principles of 
American fair play.” This analysis of 
“security at any price” was presented 
as the Godkin lectures at Harvard last 
year. 


FRATERNITIES WITHOUT BROTHER- 
HOOD, by Alfred McClung Lee. (The 
Beacon Press, 159 pgs., $1.95.) 


Dr. Lee, chairman of sociology at 
Brooklyn College and a member of five 
fraternities, reports how racial and re- 
ligious discrimination blight all too 
many colleges and universities through 
fraternities and sororities. But there 
are increasing gains, as at the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin, where the regents have 
approved a_ student-faculty proposal 
“that no new organization with char- 
ter provisions discriminating against 
candidates because of race, color or 
creed be approved by the University.” 
The author quotes an estimate that un- 
dergraduates are almost 90 per cent in 
favor of democratic practice. 


LOYALTY IN AMERICA, by John H. 
Schaar. (University of California Press, 
217 pgs., $3.50.) 


John H. Schaar presents the view that 
the threat to loyalty in this country 
comes not from the small number of 
“actively disloyal persons,” but from 
the “millions in modern mass society 
who are without loyalty.” He sees no 
value in “ritual professions of loyalty,” 
which are no substitute for “the grand 
confidence” that once characterized the 
people. The real enemy, he holds, is 
apathy since “men without loyalty may 
turn to a totalitarian demagogue.” 


SECURITY FROM FREEDOM, by AI. 
pheus Thomas Mason. (Cornell Univer- 
sity Press, 232 pgs., $2.90.) 


Rights of property and rights of the 
individual both have affected our politi- 
cal development. A, T. Mason, professor 
at ‘Princeton, argues strongly against 
orthdoxy which is promoted by the 
fight on Communism. He takes his 
stand strongly for a security that is es- 
tablished through freedom of thought 
and action. The author has written on 
Justices Brandeis and Stone as cham- 
pions of liberty. 


THE FIFTH AMENDMENT TODAY, by 
Erwin N. Griswold, (Harvard University 
Press, 82 pgs., $2.) 

It is a sad commentary on the state 
of public information about our his- 
toric liberties that the head of the Har- 
vard University. Law School should 
need to tell the citizen why he enjoys 
the Fifth Amendment's protection 
against forcing a person to give testi- 
mony against himself. Yet that is just 
what Dean Griswold does in this col- 
lection of three strong addresses which 
stand unhesitatingly for the constitue 
tional guarantee against self-incrimi- 
nation. This statement of the facts 
ought to convince all but unrecon- 
structed McCarthyites.

They 
declined the invitation on the 
grounds that organic union 
cannot be discussed until doc- 
trinal agreement is reached.

He’ 
was 86 years old. | 

Paasikivi had a long political | 
career going back to pre- World, 
War I days when Finland was) 
still a part of Russia. When the 
Bolsheviks granted Finland in- 
dependence, he served as its 
first premier. 

He was born Nov. 27, 1870, in 
Tammerfors, the son of a busi- 
ness man. Paasikivi studied in| 
Finland and Russia and later, 
taught at Helsinki University. | 
From 1914 to 1934 he was also, 
head of a commercial bank. | 

In 1944 he became premier| 
again and was named president | 
two years later to succeed the| 
national hero, Field Marshal’ 
Carl Gustav Mannerheim. Four'! 
years later he was re-elected by | 
the electoral college to an un- 
precedented second term. 

Although Russia defeated 
Finland in the last war, Paasi- 
kivi had considerable influence’ 
with the Russians. Even Stalin 
apparently respected his abili- 
ties. 

Paasikivi negotiated three 
peace treaties with Soviet Rus- | 
Sia: In 1920, establishing «the | 
eastern border of the republic 
LS after independence; in 1940, 
we ending the “winter war” (he 
was minister to Moscow then), | 
and in 1944, during World War | 
II, when Finland disentangled 
itself from Germany. 

As president, Paasikivi pur- | 
sued a good neighbor policy 
with Russia. He felt good re- 
lations should be maintained, 
but tried to keep from. sac- 
rificing Finnish liberties.

U.S. lesa: Attacks 
‘Bad Manners’ of 
Cuban Interests in 
Pushing Sales. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP) 
~—A Washington lawyer told a 
Senate committee yesterday 
that Cuban sugar interests were 
billed for $271,327 for statistical 
studies, lobbying and other ex- 
penses in connection with Unit- | 
ed States Sugar legislation in 
1955-56. 

Attorney George Ball said an 
estimated $87,000 would be re- 
ported as lobbying expense. 

Frank Kemp of Denver, a 
spokesman for the best sugar 
industry, another witness be- 
fore a Senate committee inves- 
tigating lobbying, testified he 
thought Cuban interests showed 
“bad manners” in some aspects 
of their campaign. 

Under questioning by Senator 
John L. McClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas, committee chairman, 
Kemp sald he had no -evidence 
“indicating any violation of the 
law” but that he did get “hot 
under the collar when people 
in beet areas got letters urging 
them to help Cuban-United 
States trade.” 

Senator Albert Gore (Dem.,), 
Tennessee, told Kemp: “If for- 
eign interests undertake politi- 
cal operations in the United 
States, I think that is a mat- 
ter for serious consideration 
by this committee.” 

Kemp said the United States 
Beet Sugar Association has a 
yearly budget of about $120,- 
000, but that only a small part 
of it represented lobbying ac- 
tivity. Cuban interests, he said, 
“inundated the United States 
with letters in support of sales 
of Cuban sugar in this market.” 

Dall said much of the expense 
ircurred by Cuban interests 
\«' s for gathering’ statistical in- 
f):mation about Cuban-United 
‘ ates trade which had “never 
boon gathered before.” 

Cuban sugar sales in the Unit- 
ed States, he said, are “very 
\ yal to Cuba’s economy. More 
than half of Cuba’s dollar earn- 
ings come from such sales.”

United States Senator Thomas

winning re-election by 230,868 
votes over Republican Herbert 
Douglas of Neosho. Hennings 
received a total of 1,015,916 
votes. 

‘he official canvass showed 
that Lt. Gov. James T. Blair Jr. 
of Jefferson City was elected 
Governor by a majority of 
74,418 votes over Republican 
Lon Hocker of St. Louis. Blair’s 
total was 941,528 and Hocker’s 
867,110. 

The tabulation did not change 
the results in any state or con- 
gressional races, although win- 
ning margins were reduced in 
some cases.

in operation in late 1959, the 
commission said, adding: 

“It is expected that experi- 
ments conducted at the new fa- 
cility will contribute materially 
to the progress of design studies 
now under way of several large 
central station power plants 
utilizing boiling water reactors, ’ 
the AEC said. 

“A boiling water” reactor is 
one in which water that is used 
to tap the heat from the atomic 
energy “furnace” is permitted 
to boil. 

Thus, steam from the reactor 
could, if so desired, pass direct- 
ly to a turbine to generate elec- 
tric power, without need for an 
intermediate “heat exchanger.” 

In contrast, water in a so- 
called “pressurized water reac- 
tor’ is kept under pressure 
which prevents boiling. The 
heat is transferred to a heat- 
exchanger apparatus which pro- 
duces the .team.

repealed.

A Nice Picture 


AKING its cue from its title, “FRIENDLY PERSUA- 
T stox- at the ST. LOUIS THEATER is as amicably 

persuasive a film as has come out of Hollywood in many 
months. There have been hundreds of family comedies in 

Ws films, and TV has a‘dozen of them in 

serials. But those that rise above the trite- 

Z ness of the mass are those that are so 

genuine, so uncontestably true in their 

humor and situations that they seem a 

B part of life. “Friendly Persuasion,” the 

“story of a Quaker family in Indiana dur- 

ing the Civil War, is of this category. As 

directed and produced by William Wyler from the book by 

Jessamyn West, it is a heart-warming comedy-drama, gentle, 

droll, penetrating and sensitive in its dramatic moments, 
and completely captivating. 

Most of the humor centers around the fact that Jess 
Birdwell, a Quaker farmer, while soft-spoken and devout, 
is human enough to want a little fun outside the limits 
set by the strict code of his wife, a Quaker preacher. Jess, 
played by Gary Cooper in the best work of his long career, 
always gets a mild gleam in his eye when he’s up to some- 
thing, like trading for an old plug of a mare which really 
is a ball of fire in a road race and giving his cocksure 
friend a surprise in a race to Sunday meeting. Or succumb- 
ing to the devil and buying an organ from a glib salesman 
at a county fair, and when his wife angBily decides to live 
in the barn rather than in the same house with the fiendish 
instrument, bringing her around by taking his own blankets 
to the barn. Miss McGuire is just right, too, as Jess’s wife. 

The humor stems from character, most of it beautifully 
underplayed, even one naturally broad scene where a 
widow’s three daughters corner Jess’s frightened elder son 
while pop is out negotiating a horse swap with the mother 
(Marjorie Main). The elder son is done by Anthony Per- 
kins in his film debut. Young Mr. Perkins has been highly 
touted as a coming star, and so sure of it are Hollywood 
producers that he’s made six other films before the release 
of this one. They’re right. I feel sure Tony will become 
another Jimmy Stewart. He has a sort of homespun hand- 
someness, an attractive shyness and projects a feeling of 
strong and deep character. He can act, too. His torment 
of fear and horror as he awaits the charge of Morgan’s 
Confederate raiders across a stream, his inability to fire 
until he sees the brains of the man next to him blown out, 
and his anger as he fires again and again into the charging 
riders form a sequence done with great sensitivity and 
strength. 

The climax in which Jess’s son abandons his religious 
teachings to join the fight against the raiders and Jess 
almost does himself when he thinks his: son is killed and 
finds his best friend dying, is done with a poignancy that 
is simply moving. There is a good moment of comedy 
relief to it, too, when Jess’s wife ferociously attacks a Con- 
federate soldier with a broom to save her pet goose from 
the cooking pot. 


Irish Shenanigans 


“TONIGHT’S THE NIGHT,” at the ESQUIRE, is a 
screwball English comedy laid in South Ireland. It is a 
crazy, wild, preposterous farce—and completely hilarious. 
For my money, for pure laughs, it’s the funniest picture

// This merry romp begins when 83-year- 
old General O'Leary (A. E. Mathews), a 
tottering, choleric squire, undertakes his 
annual jump over a 10-foot wall at a hunt, 
with results that can only be described as 
sidesplitting, although fatal. This light- 
hearted view of the Grim Reaper, continu- 
ing through about as amusing a death-bed scene as you'll 
ever encounter, is carried over into a wholesale murder 
plot. ; 

The old general's nephew and heir, Jasper O’Leary 
(David Niven), immediately makes himself universally 
hated. He ends the hunt ball and the hunt which his uncle 
financed, starts collecting long-dormant rents and forgiven 
debts, refuses to stand the crowd a drink at the pub, fires 
his uncle’s roguish old man-servant (Barry Fitzgerald), and 
seduces the local doctor’s fiance (Yvonne DeCarlo at her 
most voluptuous), not a hard task apparently, as she is a 
widow with a decided gleam in her eye. He does all this 
with a gay candor and charm, and is unanimously branded 
as a cad and a blackguard and probably an Englishman 
to boot. 9 

The villagers and neighboring gentry. all descend on 
him in one day and night determined to put an end to him. 
Among the methods are taking a pot shot at him on the 
moor, setting a shotgun trap on a path, cutting off his 
head with a taut wire when he drives into it, blowing up 
his castle, poisoning his Scotch, mowing him down with a 
Bren gun and, by two aspirants, scaring him to death by 
dressing as the ghost of the original The O’Leary who 
walks this night each year.

The Indian Gets a Dirty Deal 


Lo, the poor Indian, who got quite a’kicking around 
historically from Hollywood for such a long time, has 
been getting in his innings in the last couple of years. 
Now he’s only the murderous, massacring savage in half the 
Westerns dealing with him; in the others, 
he is showh as persecuted and cheated by 
the whites. One in the latter groove is 
“REPRISAL!” at LOEW’S STATE. It is 
laid in the Oklahoma Territory of- the 
1880s (poorly impersonated by Arizona 
scenery) and deals with what it says was 
a common situation—the Indians herded 
into slums on the outskirts of town and deprived of all 
rights, including that of owning land and of trial by jury. 

Unfortunately this theme is not given any serious ex- 
amination but is merely made the gimmick for the tradi- 
tional Western of the lone rancher (or gunman) up against 
the ruthless town boss and his henchmen. Guy Madison, 
a half Indian who is concealing it so he is able to buy a 
ranch near the town, finds two Indians have been lynched 
for trespassing on his land by his obliging neighbors, the 
Shipley brothers. The Shipleys,playing no favorites even 
if they do think Guy is all white, bully, beat and threaten 
him, run their cattle over his land, and two of them even 
lead a lynch mob against him on a charge of murdering 
the third. Guy takes this all meekly until the end, when 
one of the Shipleys kills Guy's old Indian grandfather. 
Then he really gets mad and kills two enemies in a gun 
fight, something he shouldn’t have postponed so long, and 
we gather that from here on, justice will prevail in this 
town. |

“ LOS ANGELES, Calif. 

N READING that a British 
0 officer had been kidnaped 

in Port Said by the Egyp- 
tians, my reaction was that the 
Egyptians showed cowardice in 
attacking a man alone. 

They certainly have not been 
proved recently to’ be good 
fighters, but on raids and some- 
thing like this kidnaping per- 
formance, they evidently do 
much better, since they have 
no real opposition. 

If the British are to withdraw 
and be replaced by the United 
Nations police, incidents of this 
kind had better be brought to 
an end by the top command, for 
under these conditions it is pos- 
sible to change werld feeling 
from patience to smpatience, 

I THINK we hive reached a 
time when we should determine 
how best to use economic meas- 
ures to restore some kind of 
peace to the Middle Kast. 

We have seen that the loss 
of oil coming through the canal 
is a serious economic . factor 
in the life of Great Britain and 
of the rest of Europe. It will 
not affect the United States as 
much, but whatever affects the 
European scene eventually will 
affect the United States. 

It is wise, however, to take 
into account the fact that when 
the flow of oil stops, the eco- 
nomy of the Arab states also 
is impaired, for there is no 
other market for their oil to 
which they can turn. Russia is 
not interested in it, since she 
has enough of her own.

THERE ARE many other 
things, as well, that are ad- 
versely affecting the economic 
Situation in the Arab states. 
Chief among these is the Arabs’ 
lack of trained personnel to 
bring about a real change in 
carrying out plans for raising 
the standard of living.
